New mum still waiting to move back into home months after mains flood 


WATERBORED 
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THE woman who was rescued by 
boat from her flooded home as she 
went into labour has been told 
she may not be able to move back 
in until five months after the 
inundation. 

Briar Coles, 32, was floated to a 
waiting ambulance when a burst 
water main flooded homes and de¬ 
stroyed cars in Cecil Close, Hook, 
in April. She gave birth the same 
morning. 

But three months later - the 
original timeframe for moving 
back in - she and fiance Barry 
Pitts, plus two-year-old daughter 
Ariana and baby Andreya, are 
still living with Mr Pitts’ mother 
in Ewell following what she said 
was a “back-and-forth” tendering 
process before restoration work 
was signed off. 

She said: “It feels like the whole 
process is chasing people left, 
right and centre. 

“It’s taken them 14 weeks and I 
know initially they needed to get it 
dry, but not three months. 

“My fiance and I feel like that 
initial happiness of taking a baby 
home has been taken from us. 

“It’s hard to be a family when 
you’re not home where you should 
be. I’m exhausted.” 

Builders were only given the 
go-ahead last week she said and 
work is not expected to finish until 
mid-September. 

Allowing for the moving-in pro¬ 
cess, it could be five months after 
the flood before the family is back 
home. 

Ms Coles also claimed that com¬ 
pensation for Mrs Pitts, who has 
incurred extra costs on her bills 
by housing the family, has been 
denied because they do not have a 
formal rental agreement. 

Other residents were moved to 
hotels and then into rented homes, 
but Ms Coles said that with a new¬ 
born baby this was not an option 
for her. 

An AXA Insurance spokesman 
said: “We are working hard to en¬ 
sure that the necessary work on 
homes affected by the burst water 
main is carried out effectively and 
without undue delay. 

“As well as the home of Mr Pitts

and Miss Coles we insure a num¬ 
ber of other flats in the same block 
under a joint owner occupier 
policy 

“As many of these properties 
were also affected by flooding, the 
restoration work has taken longer 
than it would for a single property. 

“We have paid Mr Pitts and Miss 
Coles’ contents insurance claim 
and will work to get them back 


home as soon as possible.” 

AXA is paying Ms Coles and Mr 
Pitts a subsistence allowance of 
£30 a day while they are displaced, 
the spokesman said. 

He added: “We have already 
paid a backdated amount and will 
be making continuing payments 
until they can move back. 

“This payment is in lieu of al¬ 
ternative accommodation expens¬ 


es as Miss Coles and Mr Pitts are 
living with family” 

A Thames Water spokeswoman 
said: “We’re very sorry for the 
disruption. 

“We understand the customer 
initially dealt with their own in¬ 
surance company but we’re now 
in discussions with them about 
items not covered by their own 
policy.”

Tragedy marrs annual cycle event 

Rider suffered 
cardiac arrest

THOUSANDS of cyclists, in¬ 
cluding three-time Tour de 
France winner Chris Froome, 
raced through the streets of 
Kingston for the Prudential 
RideLondon-Surrey Classic 
on Sunday 

Jubilant crowds watched 
the Team Sky legend warming 
up for the Rio Olympics by rac¬ 
ing through Richmond Park, 
Kingston, Hampton, Walton, 
Molesey, Weybridge, Esher, 
Raynes Park, Wimbledon and 
Putney before finishing in 
Westminster in 41st place. 

Belgium road racer Tom 
Boonen took the top spot. 

But the event was marred 
by tragedy when 48-year-old 
cancer survivor Robin Chard 
died after suffering a cardiac 
arrest while riding over King¬ 
ston Bridge. 

Mr Chard was taking part 
in the 100-mile race to raise 
money for Cancer Research 
UK in memory of his father, 
stepfather and mother-in-law 
who all died from the disease. 


He had also survived the rare 
Hodgkin lymphoma form of can¬ 
cer when he was younger. 

Mr Chard, from Bicester, Ox¬ 
fordshire got into trouble at 
the 25-mile mark on Kingston 
Bridge. He reportedly received 
treatment from fellow riders and 
paramedics. 

Writing on his JustGiving 
fundraising page before the race 
Mr Chard said: “You can see it’s 
a bit of a personal crusade, but 
I’m not riding a white charg¬ 
er, just a bike 100 miles in and 
around London. 

“Even the smallest of dona¬ 
tions will be gratefully received, 
so please help me reach my tar¬ 
get and hopefully exceed it.” 

The page, which shows a £400 
fundraising target, has been 
flooded with donations and 
tributes. 

One contributor wrote: “Inspi¬ 
rational, and a loss to the world. 
Condolences to your family and 
friends.” 

Another said: “I hope the mon¬ 
ey raised under such truly trag¬ 
ic circumstances can go on to do 
something amazing for so many 
others.”

A DEVASTATED fan of 
the Chessington World 
of Adventures Bubble- 
works ride has changed 
his name by deed poll in 
memory of the attraction 
before it closes down in 
September. 

The resort announced 
last week the 26-year-old 
ride would close down on 
September 6, but could 
not say what would be re¬ 
placing it. 

Superfan Oli Mat¬ 
thews, 27, from Kingston, 
is changing his name by 
deed poll to Professor 


Burp, after the char¬ 
acter from the Bubble- 
works Factory, to try and 
change the theme-park’s 
mind. 

He said: “I’ve been vis¬ 
iting Bubbleworks every 
year with my family 
since I was a baby and 
am totally gutted to learn 
that it will be permanent¬ 
ly closing. 

“I know I needed to 
do something to try 
and make Chessington 
change their mind on 
this shocking decision, 
so I applied to change 


my name to ‘Professor 
Burp’ in memory of the 
ride.” 

Three online petitions 
with more than 3,000 
collective signatures are 
calling for the resort to 
revert its decision. 

But Tim Harrison 
Jones, divisional direc¬ 
tor at the theme park, 
said although they had 
received an “overwhelm¬ 
ing” response to the news 
that the ride will close, 
they would still look to 
bring a new attraction in 
its place.

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Station upgrade to cost £800m 


Jean, 74, joined health service 10 years after it was founded 


AN £800m revamp of derelict platforms 
at Waterloo station will bring 30 per cent 
more trains from suburban lines into 
the capital when they open next year. 

The five former Eurostar platforms 
will now bring in an extra 30,000 com¬ 
muters a day 

As part of the revamp, several stations 
along the Waterloo to Reading line will 
see platform extensions as new 10-car 
coaches are rolled out from next July 

Stations on this line include Rich¬ 
mond, Twickenham and Kingston. 

Owen Johns of Network Rail said, 
“Our £800m Waterloo and South West 


upgrade will see a 30 per cent increase in 
capacity at Waterloo, London’s busiest 
train station, as we bring the five former 
Eurostar platforms back into use. 

“As part of this, we are extending plat¬ 
forms one to four at Waterloo, as well as 
at 10 other stations between Waterloo 
and Reading to take longer trains. 

South West Trains is also introducing 
150 brand new carriages. 

It is also hoped the new platforms will 
ease pressure on packed services on the 
Woking to Waterloo line, which include 
key commuter stations at Weybridge 
and Surbiton. 
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Devoted nurse retires 
after 58 years in NHS

A SURBITON nurse retiring af¬ 
ter more than half a decade says 
she has “mixed emotions” about 
leaving the NHS and told of the 
changes she has seen over the 
years. 

Jean Fitzpatrick, 74, has 
worked in numerous hospitals 
throughout south-west London, 
including 31 years at the now- 
closed Surbiton Hospital, in a 
staggering 58-year career, hav¬ 
ing started just 10 years after the 
NHS was founded. 

She walked out of Tolworth 
Hospital last Friday after her 
final shift with what she de¬ 
scribed as “mixed emotions” 
and has spoken of the challeng¬ 
es future nurses now face. 

Mrs Fitzpatrick, of Cottage 


Grove, said: “It’s changed quite 
a lot because I was brought up 
in the disciplined environment. 
In a big hospital it must be diffi¬ 
cult now. They’ve got much more 
equipment now but the basic 
care was better in those days.” 

“I’ve always got on with all 
the patients. I always treated 
them as a human being. Patients 
would always thank me. It’s 
mixed emotions but I’ll be all 
right.” 

Mrs Fitzpatrick started on a 
pre-nursing course in 1958 at 
just 16. She added: “I didn’t want 
to do anything else, I enjoyed 
[the pre-nursing course] so 
much. I just wanted to help other 
people, I thought I don’t want to 
be working in an office. I really 
enjoyed it.” 

“You had older sisters who 
were very strict. It was more dis¬ 
ciplined.” 

Mrs Fitzpatrick moved be¬ 


tween the hospital and the Royal 
Eye Hospital, in Surbiton, also 
now closed, but found her real 
home when she moved to Surb¬ 
iton Hospital in 1980. She would 
spend 31 years there until the 
hospital closed in 2011. 

About 7,000 people signed a 
petition against its closure and 
former Kingston MP Ed Davey 
campaigned to save the hospital. 

Mrs Fitzpatrick described the 
sadness of seeing a small com¬ 
munity hospital such as Surbi¬ 
ton close. 

She said: “It was a small hos¬ 
pital, it was a bit more laid-back. 
That was emotional, it was a 
homely hospital, there were 
only two wards and everybody 
knew each other. 

“The Royal Eye Hospital was a 
very good experience, you were 
left to do things on your own, but 
I wanted to go back to being on 
the wards.”

Phone booth 
defibrillators 

LIFE-SAVING defibrillators 
should be put in phone boxes 
across Kingston, according to 
south-west London Assembly 
member Tony Arbour. 

The Conservative politician 
has released a report calling on 
Mayor of London Sadiq Khan to 
introduce the policy. According 
to the Never Miss a Beat report, 
114 people suffered a cardiac ar¬ 
rest in Kingston last year. 

Mr Arbour said: “Better ac¬ 
cess to the right equipment and 
better education among the gen¬ 
eral public could ensure victims 
get life-saving support until the 
paramedics can arrive.” 

Just 73 people out of 10,211 
across London who suffered a 
cardiac arrest last year were 
treated with a defibrillator ac¬ 
cessible to the public.

LIVING near a supermarket 
can seriously boost the value 
of your home, with one par¬ 
ticular chain adding nearly 
£40,000. 

Having a store close to 
where you live typically in¬ 
creases the value by £22,000 
but the ‘Waitrose effect’ near¬ 
ly doubles this premium, 
a study from Lloyds Bank 
claims. 

Homes near a Waitrose 
store are worth £38,666 or 10 
per cent more than those in 
the surrounding area. 

Properties near a Sains- 
bury’s or a Marks & Spen¬ 
cer command a premium 
of around £27,000, while 
those near a Tesco are worth 
around £22,000 more than 
homes in the wider area. 

While the lift in value is 
lower, living near discount 
chains Aldi and Lidl can 
also help boost the value of 
a property, according to the 
findings. 

Lloyds compared average 
house prices in postal dis¬ 
tricts with a supermarket 
from a national chain with 
typical property values in the 
wider towns. 

Mike Songer, Lloyds’ mort¬ 
gage director, said: “Our find¬ 
ings back-up the so-called 
‘Waitrose effect’. There are 
many other drivers beyond 
having a supermarket near¬ 
by but our research suggests 
it is a strong factor.” 


Bid to hand decision to Merton Council which has already backed plan 

Mayor’s move could boost 
Wimbledon’s return home 



SADIQ Khan plans to wash 
his hands of the decision 
on whether AFC Wimble¬ 
don will be allowed to move 
from Kingsmeadow to their 
planned new 20,000-seater 
stadium in Plough Lane. 

The mayor of London an¬ 
nounced last Wednesday that 
he would ask to be allowed to 
hand back responsibility for 
approving the stadium plans 
to Merton Council, which 
has already unanimously ap¬ 
proved them. 

If he is successful, the re¬ 
location will be a virtual fait 
accompli. 

Ex-mayor Boris Johnson 
made the decision to ‘call 
in’ the multi-million-pound 
plans for the stadium for fur¬ 
ther consultation on March 
22 due to “the scale and na¬ 
ture of public representa¬ 
tions received” and “signifi¬ 
cant issues of controversy.” 

This meant that, rather 
than approve or refuse the 



planning application, the 
consultation process would 
begin again, and the mayor’s 
office would act as the plan¬ 
ning authority. 

A mayoral spokesman said: 
“Sadiq Khan has asked to be 
able to consider reversing the 
previous mayor’s decision to 
call-in the Wimbledon appli¬ 
cation and, instead, hand it 
back to Merton Council to 
determine. 

“The mayor’s request is 


now being formally consult¬ 
ed on, and he looks forward 
to hearing from all interested 
parties so he can make the 
best decision for London.” 

AFC Wimbledon chief 
executive Erik Samuelson 
said: “Unless something 

substantial emerges during 
the 14-day consultation, the 
decision will go back to Mer¬ 
ton which has already unani¬ 
mously approved it once.” 

Merton Council leader Ste¬ 


phen Alambritis said: “The 
people of Merton want their 
football club back. When it’s 
handed back we will say, ‘We 
have already approved it, and 
Thunderbirds are go.’” 

Iain Simpson, of the Wim¬ 
bledon Park Residents’ As¬ 
sociation, said: “We think 
there are a lot of issues 
which should be addressed 
by the mayor which should 
make him consider holding 
on to the application and not 
reversing the decision, not 
least his commitment to af¬ 
fordable housing.” 

A formal 14-day consulta¬ 
tion has now been launched. 
Email planningadmin@lon- 
don.gov.uk before August 10. 

Last month, Wimbledon 
and Chelsea exchanged con¬ 
tracts for the sale of King¬ 
smeadow - which non-league 
Kingstonian and the Dons 
have shared since 2003. 

If AFC do secure planning 
permission, Kingstonian will 
have to find a new ground for 
the 2017 season. Ks chairman 
Malcolm Winwright told this 
newspaper last month that 
the club would begin explor¬ 
ing ground share options.

Fine mess 

I was one of the 5,537 motorists 
entrapped and fined at the 
Oakcroft junction. 

I too paid the fine but 
complained to the council and 
local councillors that the signs 
were confusing. 

Their defensive response 
was based on the fact that the 
signs at the junction are legally 
compliant, but they must be 
unclear if 15 motorists a day are 
entrapped. 

I maintain it is axiomatic that 
signs should not only be legal 
but also clear. 

The problem is exacerbated 
by the sign immediately 
previous to the junction 
showing only one exit, and 
you can drive straight on at 90 
degrees, whereas to do so only 
two seconds later traps you into 
a fine. 

Kingston Council maintains 
this sign is for HGV drivers 
only, but that is not specified, so 
all drivers read the same sign 
and are confused. 

To avoid a fine you need to 
drive halfway around the bend 
and then exit at 45 degrees. 
Current signage, although legal, 
is akin to painting yellow lines 
under a parked car and then 
sticking a penalty notice on it! 

RBK should install additional 
signage showing two exits, one 
for cars and one buses only 

£360,000 a year in fines is a 
big incentive for the highways 
department to be happy with 
the signs and do nothing, but 
15 violations a day is proof 
motorists are confused.

Michael Orton-Toliver 
talks to ARNO BRYANT aliout how an 
unhappy incident at an airport has resulted 
in a new mockumentary on Channel 5 


They say inspiration can come at 
any time or anywhere, and for a US 
comedian living in Wandsworth it came 
eating crisps in a border security jail cell. 

Landing this week, Channel 5's 
Borderline is a mockumentary-style 
sitcom following the employees at 
the fictional border security office of 
Northend Airport — a small provincial 
airport in the UK. 

The concept came to co-writer Michael 
Orton-Toliver, an American comedian 
now living in Wandsworth, after an 
altercation with border security officers 
who denied him entry into the UK. 

He said: "I used to have a residency 
card that said you could live in Europe — 
that continent you used to be part of— 
but I forgot it and they put me in a cell." 

"They fed me Walkers crisps and 
showed me The One Show, then kicked 
me out the country. I remember thinking 
that this would be a good sitcom — no 
one has done a comedy about the 
people that work here." 

At first, the concept was a means of 
ridiculing the security officers, but as 
they worked on a script, it became more 
considerate. 

Orton-Toliver said: "When I first wrote 
it, it came across as really mean, like 
it was obvious that we didn't like these 
people, but I don't think that's true." 

"They have a really difficult job, and 
it's hard, and that guy [at Stansted] was 
trying his best and I really wasn't being 
helpful." 

Orton-Toliver comes from an 
improvisation background and was 
keen to harness London's improv talent 
for the show. 

"Me and my co-writer [Chris Gau] have 
a shared mission to support and elevate 
improvisation," he said. 

"In LA, where I'm from, improv is king, 
you can't work in comedy without being 
trained in improvisation." 

"When we had the chance to make 


this show we thought 'let's give the 
people we know are hilarious cos they 
do improv with us every night, a shot at 
TV'." 

"I think it will be fun to watch a sitcom 
without one of the six or seven faces you 
always see on TV... and maybe Channel 
5 thought this would be cheaper." 

The show is filmed in a mockumentary 
style to give the actors a freedom to 
improvise. 

"It connects the audience really 
quickly to the subject. There's a sense of 
voyeurism to it. 

"Mockumentary is about the things 
people don't want you to see and there's 
a vulnerability there. 

"Work is so monotonous and it's fun 
to peer behind that monotony to see 
the fights, and the pressures on the 
characters." 

Given the subject matter, they 
were determined not to avoid the 
more sensitive aspects of border 
security. 

Orton-Toliver said: "I think 
comedy is the best at taking on 
controversial issues, we didn't write 
a show about border security to duck 
certain issues; it would be boring to 
make a show about immigration and 
borders without taking about those 
topics." 

After moving to London this year 
Orton-Toliver said that he's still 
getting the hang of writing for an 
English audience. 

"I think audiences in the UK are 
watching with the eye of 'ooh I've seen 
that before' — they want to see fresh 
stuff and challenging things." 

"It's so tough but exciting; you guys 
are funny and clever and I'm American 
and dumb. 

"My wife is English and she tells me 
I'm not funny every day." 

Borderline is on Channel 5 
from 10pm on Tuesdays.

the air on your cheeks and the 
rain on your head, keeping the 
audience absorbed could be a 
challenge. Not for these three. 

Off the cuff remarks about 
the weather and spontaneous 
riffs about what's going on 
around them let the audience in 
on the fun, while the crowd near 
the front stand-in as the Thames 
and a series of portraits. 

If you're one of those people 
who enjoys feeling part of a 
show then sitting on the ground 
level is certainly for you. Stand¬ 
ing up on the balcony is margin¬ 
ally safer territory, although the 
cast does get around. 

The small, split-level space 
was used admirably and inte¬ 
gral to the performance which 


made the most of its windows, 
trap doors and a balcony finale 
in an otherwise simple-looking | 
staging that relied mostly on 
imagination. 

And there was no lack of that 
from Little Bulb Theatre Com¬ 
pany. Extravaganza Macabre 
really is so much fun - full of 
laugh-out-loud moments that 
not even rain can spoil (al¬ 
though admittedly this wasn't 
fully tested as our downpour 
was only intermittent and I am 
eternally grateful to the lady 
standing next to me for sharing 
her umbrella).

Over-the-top, fresh and con¬ 
stantly funny, Extravaganza 
Macabre proved to be the 
perfect show to Christen 
Battersea Arts Centre's new 
outdoors courtyard theatre, 
writes Jim Palmer. 

Watching a performance 
outside - whether it is a gig, 
theatre or even a film screen¬ 
ing - already brings with it a 
novelty and thrilling atmos¬ 
phere and Little Bulb Theatre's 
latest show takes that feeling 
and runs with it. 

A terrifically arch farce set 
in Victorian London, this is a 
the tale of a couple separated 
by a freak storm on their wed¬ 
ding day, a clairvoyant maid, an 
evil aristocrat, a street urchin 


and a baby found floating 
on the Thames. 

Like a nineteenth century 
Garth Merenghi, Extravagan¬ 
za Macabre is inventive and 
knowing. It steers deliberately 
towards ridiculousness yet its 
deftly devastating script and 
performances pull it back from 
the brink and pitch it perfectly 
for optimum enjoyment without 
forsaking its ludicrous narra¬ 
tive. 

The 100-minute show (with a 
20 minute interval) is performed 
with much gusto and apparent 
glee by the startling talent trio 
of Alexander Scott, Dominic 
Conway and Clare Beresford 
who, as well as launching them¬ 
selves into multiple characters 


with barely the chance to catch 
a breath, manage to play all of 
the music as well. 

All three are riotously enter¬ 
taining though Beresford is a 
particular delight, showing off a 
great voice in the winning songs 
and comic chops as the urchin 
Chipper. 

Conway's gift for physical 
comedy is evident throughout 
as the wide-eyed and earnest 
lover Ernest though he is espe¬ 
cially fun as the maid who can 
communicate with the spirit 
world.

Viewings are incredibly 
important. Here is checklist 
to help you get your home 
ready before potential buyers 
walk through the door... 

First impressions really 
do count: Stand outside your 
property and try to look at it with 
a fresh pair of eyes.

WHEN Surbiton Hockey 
Club’s Hollie Webb steps out 
on pitch for Team GB at the 
Rio Olympics she will fulfil a 
16-year dream that she never 
thought would happen. 

The 25-year-old and club- 
mates Georgie Twigg and 
Giselle Ansley jetted off to 
Brazil last week - bumping 
into Usain Bolt at the airport 
- in preparation for the wom¬ 
en’s Olympic hockey tourna¬ 
ment which starts on Sunday. 

“It has always been the 
dream since I started playing 
hockey. I remember watching 
the Sydney Olympics and 
thinking this is amazing and 
that is what I want to do,” she 
said at Team GB’s hockey 
training base at Bisham Ab¬ 
bey last month. 

“I’ve played all the age 
group stuff and was in the 
U21 team at London. I went 
to watch, but never really 
thought that in four years 
time it would be me. 

“It hasn’t really sunk in 
and maybe after the Games 


I’ll really appreciate it. That 
is a good thing, because I’ve 
broken it down to just anoth¬ 
er hockey tournament.” 

The GB squad were told 
of their selection via email 
with the chosen few listed in 
alphabetical order and Webb 
admitted she had to check 
twice to be convinced she 
was on the plane to South 
America. 

She added: “I’m right at the 
bottom of the list. You see all 
the other names and I can re¬ 
member seeing mine. 

“I had to check, double 
check and then get someone 
else to check for me to make 
sure I wasn’t seeing things.” 

Team GB’s women open 
their campaign against Aus¬ 
tralia before facing India on 
Monday and hosts Brazil on 
Tuesday. 

“I’m just concentrating on 
the first game and getting the 
nerves out the way, rather 
than looking too far into the 
future,” she added. 

“It is good we have Aus¬ 
tralia first up, if we play well 
on the day we can beat them. 
Then again, if we don’t get 
the scoreline we want, that is 
OK as well.”
